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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 
the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 
therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 
order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-21 and 25-29 are rejected, essentially for the 
reasons set forth in the Office actions in parent case 
09/202,241, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
PETITOU et al. (A) . 
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Applicant claims polysaccharides containing from 8 to 24 
monosaccharide units which comprise uronic acid/hexose 
disaccharide units. According to the specification, the 
polysaccharides have pharmacological activities of heparin. 
Applicant also claims pharmaceutical compositions comprising the 
polysaccharides, processes for making them by forming glycosidic 
linkages and then providing substituent groups, their use for 
preparation of a medicine, and methods of using them for either 
treating pathologies dependent on coagulation dysfunction or 
inhibiting growth factors. 

PETITOU teaches saccharides comprising the same 
disaccharide units as the instant claims, with the exception 
that the PETITOU compounds may have at most 6 monosaccharide 
units. PETITOU also teaches synthetic processes and therapeutic 
methods for the smaller compounds which are completely analogous 
to those of the instant claims. See columns 2-5. 

It would have been obvious for a person of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to substitute 
saccharides as claimed comprising 8-24 monosaccharides for those 
of PETITOU comprising 6 monosaccharides. An ordinarily skilled 
worker would have been motivated to do so because the claimed 
saccharides, like those of PETITOU, comprise the crucial 
saccharide linkages for heparin activity. Thus there would have

been a reasonable expectation of success. Applicant has not 
demonstrated any unexpected result attributable to the longer 
saccharide chain of the instant claims.
